Mrs.  Markus  wishes  to  state  that  she  is  delighted  with  the 
good  results  obtained,  and  is  entirely  satisfied  with  the  sale  of  the 
first  portion  of  the  collection.  The  Nov.  28th  sale  totaled  $6,400.00. 
The  six  $50.00  gold  pieces  sold  at  prices  from  $175  to  $300  each. 

The  balance  of  the  Markus  collec- 
tion is  sold  in  this  sale,  except  a few  lots  to  follow  later.  Here  we 
have  the  large  and  varied  paper  money  collection,  large  size  notes.

Please  bid  on  the  Right  Lot  Please!  I wrote  about  this  in  “Coin 
Chatter’’  in  my  103rd  catalog.  But  at  each  sale  someone  again 
makes  the  mistake  and  bids  on  the  wrong  lot.  Most  of  the  collec- 
tors are  gentlemen,  and  they  accept  and  pay  for  the  lot,  because  the 
mistake  was  their  own,  and  they  are  responsible  persons.  But  in 
October,  one  collector  bid  in  a $75  coin  fair  and  square.  Nothing 
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was  wrong  with  the  coin,  and  it  was  well  worth  more  money.  Only 
he  said  he  did  not  mean  to  bid  on  it.  He  refused  to  take  up  and  pay 
for  the  lot.  We  consider  such  a person  entirely  irresponsible,  and 
will  not  again  entertain  bids  from  him.  I have  bid  at  practically  all 
coin  sales  over  a period  of  twenty  years,  and  have  bought  thousands 
of  dollars  worth  of  coins  on  all  markets  of  the  world,  and  I have 
never  yet  bid  on  a wrong  lot,  and  don’t  expect  to.  It  is  unfair  to  ask 
others  to  pay  for  your  mistakes.  Our  statements  are  generally  cor- 
rect as  rendered. 

Last  Summer  Abroad,  On  Thursday,  the  18th  of  June,  at  high 

noon,  the  band  playing  stirring  music,  crowds  on  deck,  waving 
hands,  farewells,  flowers  and  bouquets,  ringing  bells,  steamer  whis- 
tles, sturdy  tug-boats,  busy  crew,  clicking  cameras,  signals  of  tugs, 
band  music  overture,  and  Star  Spangled  Banner,  I took  passage  on 
the  Norwegian-American  liner  Stavangerfjord  from  Brooklyn  for 
Bergen,  Norway.
